Ideas are formed in the mind—words are the

selves manifest ;thereforé, words have a place 


vehicles ideas 
in the economy of Being independent of their 
relation tosthe idea. That is, the word may be 
used in an independent way to dissolve an idea 
that has become concrete in the consciousness. 
The word itself is representative only, but when 
used by a master in mental dynamics it takes 
on a character and power proportionate to his 
understanding of the inner forces of Being. 
John Smith, for instance, might give voice to a 
saying that would pass current among his im- 
mediate acquaintances as a truth, but as he has 
not sounded the depths of the mental realm 
and become cognizant of the idea upon which 
that truth rests, his saying would carry with it 
a mere husk—it would not be vitalized with 
self-increasing perpetuity, like the word of one 
whohad aroused that inner life in his conscious- 
ness and attached it to his words. 

This is why the sayings of the prophets and 
mystics have such staying, enduring qualities. 
They are attached by invisible currents of life 
to the one great Father, and they have within 
themselves the self-perpetuating germ that 
keeps them growing from year to year. 

The Scriptures of the different races are ex- 
amples of this tenacity upon life, and the capac- 
ity to propagate themselves. 

The Book of Job antidates all history. It 
has been preserved through all the changes that 
have come in the rise and fall of nations. It is 
supposed to have been written by one of the 
mystics of the nomad tribes of Arabia, and from 
that source drifted into the Hebrew Scriptures. 
It may have come to the Arabs from the more 
ancient peoples of Egypt, but it never lost it- 


self with the loss of its Gustodians. They were 
wiped out, their lands taken from them, and 
they no longer known among the nations of the 
earth, but the mystic word of Job was not con- 
sumed. 

This is true of nearly all the sacred writings 
of all people. Secular histories and records of 
the exploits of men and the affairs of nations. 
have disappeared and been forgotten, because 
they told the tale of the passing world of 
flesh, but the records of those who had to do 
with the realm beyond this, are preserved, and 
they are living again to-day as they have lived 
ever since they were given forth—through the 
power derived from the spirit. 

The true prophet of God does not haye to even 
write his words down; he may speak them to 
the ethers, nd through their own. inherent 
power of perpetuity and growth they will find 
their way into the minds of men. - Jesus Christ 
did not write a line that we know of, except in 
the sand, yet his words are treasured up to-day 
as the most precious that we have, and rivers of 
blood have been shed in quarrels over the tech- 
nical meaning of these words, which were writ- 
ten down by men years after they were voiced 
by Jesus. 

We thus know by these examples that the 
word of Truth has life in itself, and that it can- 
not perish or grow less with the changes that 
come with the fleeting years. We also know 
that the more spiritual the one who gives forth 
these words, the more enduring they are, and 
the more powerfully do they move men. 

The words of Jesus Christ were given to a very 
common people—according to the world’s 
standard—by a carpenter in a remote corner of 
the earth. Yet these words have moved men 
for nineteen hundred vears to dare and do, as 
no other words that were ever uttered. 

When Jesus said, “My words are Spirit and 
they are life” he touched that inner Word that 
created all things, and he knew that his words 
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were vivified with a life essence, and a moving 
power that would demonstrate the truth of his 
statement. 

These words have rung through the souls of 
men and set them afire with God’s spirit, 
throughout the ages. 

This is because they are Spiritual words— 
they have within them the seeds of a divine life 
and they grow in the minds of all who give them 
place, just as a beautiful flower or a great tree 
grows from the seed germ planted in the 
ground. 

Jesus recognized that the consciousness of 
man was submerged in the things of sense, and 
that it could not perceive truth in the abstract 
when presented to it, and that it must, under 
these conditions, be stirred into activity through 
some stimulating force dropped into it from 
without. Hence he sent forth his powerful 
words of Truth to the thirsty souls, and said 
unto them, “Keep my sayings.” 

To “keep a saying” is to revolve it in the mind 
—to go over it in all its aspects. To believe in 
it as a truth, and to treasure it as a saving balm 
in time of need. 

All peoples have in all ages known about the 
saving power of words and have used them to 
the best of their understanding. The Hebrews 
bound upon their foreheads and wrists parch- 


ments with words of Scripture written upon 


them. The Hindoos, Japanese, Chinese, and 
nearly all known nations, have their various 
ways of applying the sacred words to the modi- 
fication of their ills, and the invocation of the 
invisible powers to aid them in both their ma- 
terial and spiritual needs. 

Although these methods are faulty in that 
they drop into the use of the letter of the word, 
instead of its spirit, they are useful to us as in- 
dicators of the universal belief in the power of 
the Sacred Word. 

We know that words express ideas and to get 
at their substantial part we must move into the 
realm of ideas. Ideas are in the mind, and it is 
there we must go if we want to get the force of 
our words. The Hebrew’s phylactires and the 
Hindoo’s prayer wheels are suggestive of the 
wordy prayers of the Christian; but this is not 
keeping the sayings of Jesus Christ, nor reap- 
ing the inner substance of the mystical Word. 
This can be done only by those who believe in 
the Omnipresent Spirit of God, and in faith 
keepin mind the words which express his good- 
ness, wisdom and power. 

Jesus Christ more fully voiced this nearness 
of God to man than any of the prophets and his 
words are correspondingly vivified with that in- 
ner fire and life. 

He said that those who kept his sayings 


should even escape death, so potent was the life 
energy attached to them. 

This is a startling promise, but when we un- 
derstand that it was not the personal man Je- 
sus making it, but the Father speaking through 
him, then we know that it was not an idle one; 
for he said: “The word which ye hear is not 
mine, but the Father which sent me.” 

This is the reason why these words of Jesus 
endure, and why they are more and more at- 
tracting the attention of men as the years go on. 

Whoever takes these words into his mind 
should first consecrate himself to the Truth 
which they represent. That Truth is not the 
formulated doctrine of any church, nor the 
creed of any sect; not even Christianity. That 
Truth is written in the inner sanctuary of every 
soul and all know it without external formulas. 
It is the intuitive perception of what is right 
in the sight of God and men. It is that Truth 
and justice which every man recognizes as the 
foundation of true living. Whoever conse- 
crates himself to follow this inner monitor and 
live up to its promptings, regardless of social or 
commercial customs, has consecrated himself 
to do God’s will, and he is fitted to take the 
words of Jesus Christ and make them his own. 

It is no idle experiment, this keeping in the 
mind the words of Jesus—it is a very moment- 
ous undertaking and may be the most import- 
ant period in the life of the individual. There 
must be sincerity and earnestness, and right 
motive, and withal a determination to under- 
stand the spiritual import. 

This requires attention, time and patience in 
the application of the mind to solving the deep- 
er meanings of the sayings which we are urged 
to “keep.” 

People have a way of dealing with sacred 
words that is too superficial to bring results. 
They juggle with words. They toss them in the 
air with the heavenly tone, or the oratorical 
ring, and count it a compliance with divine re- 
quirements. But this is but another form of 
the prayer wheel and phylactery. It is that lip 
service that Jesus condemned, because its ob- 
ject it to be “heard of men.” 

To keep the sayings of Jesus means much 
more than this. It has a significance peculiar 
to the inner life and it is only after this inner 
life is awakened that the true sense of the 
Spiritual word is understood. But the sincere 
keeper of Jesus’s sayings will, through his de- 
votions, awaken that inner spirit, and the Lord 
will come to him and minister to his call as eare- 
fully as to the adept mystic. 

Jesus said his words were Spirit. Spirit is 
that indescribable, invisible cause that pro- 
duces effects. He who lives in the conscious- 
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ness of the effects alone can know nothing 
about Spirit, because he has not made himself 
acquainted with the realm in which it operates. 
But no one is barred from becoming acquainted 
with Spirit and residing in its domain. It is 
just as accessible as the material and far more 
attractive. If you want to know about Spirit 
you will have to take up spiritual ways. You 
cannot go to Spirit land by traveling the lower 
road. It does not lie on the map of the earth, 
and no man has found it in his physical geog- 
raphy. “Spiritual things are spiritually dis- 
cerned” was the discovery of one long ago, but 
he had no copyright on the find. To him it was 
a revelation, just as it will be to you and to 
everyone, when it dawns upon the conscious- 
It is a great advantage to the spiritual 
seeker to make this discovery. Millions of peo- 
ple in every age have tried to find Spirit through 
matter and material ways, but their dust has 
always mingled with that of mother earth. 
They have not fulfilled the promise of Jesus, 
because they have seen death, and succumed to 
its dissolving hand. They have missed the 
goal because they did not keep the sayings of 
They kept the letter instead of the Spir- 


ness.

it. They applied in an abstract way what was 
intended for every day practical use. 
Jesus tells us his words are Spirit and then 


says, “keep them.” How can one keep a thing 
which he knows nothing about? How can you 
keep the words and sayings of Jesus unless you 
get right where he was and grasp them with 
your mind, your spirit? 

Surely there is no other way to keep his say- 
ings. Those who are doing so from any other 
standpoint are missing the mark. They may be 
honest, and they may be good, sincere people, 
living what the world calls pure, Christian lives, 
but they are not going to get the fruits of Jesus’ 
words unless they comply with his require- 
ments. 

You cannot get blood out of a turnip is a trite 
saying, neither can you get Spirit and life out 
of matter and death. 

Unless you perceive that there is something 
more in the doctrine of Jesus than keeping up 
a worldly moral standard, as preparation for 
salvation after death, you will fall very short 
of being a real Christian. 

Jesus did not depreciate moral living, but 
neithed did he promise that it fulfilled the law 
of God. Very negative people are frequently 
trusty and moral. But that does not make 
them Christians after the Jesus Christ plan. 
His Christianity had a living God in it—a God 
that lived in him and spoke through him. It 
was a religion of fire and water; life as well as 
purity. Men are to be alire—not merely exist 


in a half-dead way for a few years and then go 
out with a splutter like a tallow dip. Jesus 
Christ’s men are to be electric lights that glow 
and gleam with perpetual current from the One 
Omnipresent Energy. The connection with 
that current is to be made through the mind by 
setting up sympathetic vibrations. 

The mind moves upon ideas and ideas are 
made visible in words. Hence the holding of 
right words in the mind will set it going ata 
“ate proportioned to the dynamic power of the 
idea back of those words. A word with a lazy 
idea back of it will not stimulate the mind. 
The word must represent swift, strong spirit- 
ual ideas in order to infuse the white energy of 
God into the mind. This is the kind of words 
that Jesus reveled in. He delighted to make 
great and mighty claims for his God, himself, 
his words and for all men. “I and my Father 
ureone.” “All power is givenunto mein heaven 
and in earth.” “The Father is greater than I.” 
“Ye are God’s, and sons of the Most High.” 
“Ye shall do these things and greater,” were 
some of the claims he stimulated his mind with, 
and he produced the results—he fulfilled his 
words. 

But he did not copyright those words nor for- 
bid anyone using them. He importuned you 
and me to keep them as he had kept them— 
right in our hearts; realizing that it was no 
idle repetion of idle words, but the setting upa 
living fire in the soul that should never go out. 
This is what the sayings of Jesus will do for 
everybody that keeps them in the inner sanctu- 
ary of the mind. They will kindle a fire there 
that will burn higher and higher until it licks 
the very canopy of heaven and burns a hole in 
the blue vault of Truth, revealing the wonders 
of God to the astonished eyes of man. 

Jesus’ saying are varied, but all are food for 
the minds of his disciples. None of them are 
too hard for him who would be a disciple, nor 
are they too far from his present realization. 
What you now comprehend is not the ultimate 
of your ability in any direction. Because you 
do not consciously feel that you and the Father 
are one is no argument against its Truth. Men 
in high states of civilization lived for centuries 
on this planet without knowing that it was a 
globe, and that there were other continents 
just across the seas whose shores they inhab- 
ited. The race to-day has like relation to the 
spiritual universe. We look with longing eye 
across the sea of doubts, fears and delusions, 
trying to catch sight of that “promised land,” 
but there seems no Columbus to pilot us over. 
But here comes one who is to us a Columbus, 
and he has given us a ship and compass. He 
sailed that sea and found the other shore. He 
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asks us to follow him and keep his sayings. 
They are the ship and compass. In about 
twenty different places in the New Testament 
Jesus s recorded as saying, in substance, “fol- 
low me.” 

To the rich young man who desired to enter 
into eternal life, Jesus recommended the keep- 
ing of all the commandments, but, in addition, 
there was the inevitable, “Sell all thou hast and 
give to the poor, and come and follow me.” 

Faithfulness to iaw alone will never make 
you a follower of Jesus in the regeneration. 
You must go deeper than this—you must know 
the secrets of the mainsprings of the universe. 

These are revealed in Spirit, and Spirit is 
found only by those who go about finding it in 
an orderly way. 

People who have for years been students of 
the science of Christ, and who have a clear in- 
tellectual perception of its truths, are yet out- 
side the kingdom of Spirit. They anxiously 
ask, “Why is it that [ do not realize the pres- 
ence of Spirit?” 

Have you kept the “sayings” of Jesus? Have 
you said to yourself in silence and aloud until 
the very ethers vibrated with its truth, “I and 
the Father are one”? 

Have you opened the pores of your mind by 
mentally repeating the one solvent of crystal- 
ized conditions, “I in thee and thou in me’? 

This means mental discipline day after day 
and night after night until the inertia of the 
mentality is overcome and the way opened for 
descent of the Spirit. 

The personal consciousness is like a house 
with all the doors and windows barred. He 
who lives within may hear voices without, but 
the doors and windows unlock from within, and 
it is left with him to unfasten them. The doors 
and windows of the mentality are concreted 
ideas, and they swing loose when the right word 
is spoken tothem. Jesus Christ voiced a whole 
army of right words, and if you will take up his 
savings and make them yours they will open 
all the doors of your mentality and the light 
and air will come in, and you will, in due time, 
be able to step forth. 

No one ean do this for vou—yvou do not really 
want another to do it, although you sometimes 
think how nice it would be if some master of 
spiritual ideas would suddenly help you right 
into his understanding. 

But this is a childish dream of the moment— 
you want to be yourself, and you can only be 
yourself by living out vour own life and finding 
its issues at the Fountain Head. If it were 
possible for one to reveal Truth to another we 
should find heaven cornered by cunning man- 


ipulations of mind and its glories stored up in 
ware houses awaiting a higher market. 

Let us be thankful that God is no respecter 
of person; that Truth cannot be revealed by 
one mortal to another. God is a special, per- 
sonal Father to every one of his children, and 
from no other source can they get Truth. 

A Jesus who has clearly revealed the Father 
in his consciousness may tell all men how it 
came about. He may point that way out. He 
may say, “I am the Way, the Truth and the 
Life,” but there is always a condition attached 
to its realization by the seeker. He must “be- 
lieve,” or he must “keep my sayings,” or “fol- 
low me.” Summed up it is that by adopting 
his methods vou shall find the same place in the 
Father that he found. 

But the Father still continues his monopoly 
on Truth. Many have claimed to be able to 
pass it out, but it has always been in the shape 
Ignorant people are thus 
deluded and the deception is sometimes kept 
alive for ages, especially if there be an append- 
age of commerce. When religion becomes an 
industry it is frequently kept afloat long after 
it has been seuttled. Mamie: usquer- 
ades as God, and fools march in the procession. 

But Jesus Christ did not peddle his doctrine. 
He did not copyright his “savings.” He 
claimed to hold converse with the Father, and 
demonstrated extraordinary abilities in many 
ways in substantiation thereof. He did not 
found a sect or in any way fence off his doctrine. 
ile opened wide the way. “Whosoever believ- 
ebt on me,” and “keepeth my words,” shall do 
thus and so. Shall do as I do and do greater 
things. He made a special prayer to the Fath- 
er that all who kept his word might be made 
one with the Father as he was one with him. 

These mighty “sayings” of Jesus are handed 
down tous. By using them in the silent corri- 
dors of our own consciousness we may come 
into that same place where he now is. “If a 
man love me, he will keep my words; and my 
Father will love him, and we will come unto 
him and make our abode with him.” 
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Let us start the New Year with

GOLDEN TEXT.—Behold the Lamb of God

As man studies the scripture of his own con- 
sciousness he finds that John the Baptist rep- 
resents his intellectual perception of Truth af- 
ter it has been quickened by the Spirit. The 
dry husks of traditional theology are enter- 
tained by the intellect in its unquickened condi- 
tion—for which the Scribes and Pharisees stand. 
But when the man has gone off into the wilder- 
ness of his own nature and communes with God 
without artificial bias he is quickened of the 
original Spirit and he becomes greater than all 
the prophets of tradition, which Jesus declared 
John to be. 

It is then that men muse in their hearts 
“whether he were Christ or not.” This illumi- 
nation so closely resembles the Holy Ghost bap- 
{ism than thousands in these days are counting 
it such. But when the fire descends upon the 
disciple he quickly distinguishes the difference, 
John baptizes with water; that is, the mission 
of the Spirit in this descent into the conscious- 
ness is to cleanse it of false teaching, wrong con- 
cepts of life, God and man; and reflect into it 
the Truth about these matters. 

This corresponds to the first degree in the 
ancient schools of the occult. The mind is pre- 
pared for that which is to follow, and it is the 
obedient, receptive one who recognizes that 
there is another to come, who is to baptize 
“with the Holy Ghost and with fire.” 

“Whose fan is in his hand.” The “fan” here 


referred to is a broad, light, wooden shovel, 
with which the grain is thrown up to the breeze, 
so that the wind may carry off the lighter chaff, 
while the heavier grain sinks down to the floor 
cleaned. This is a striking symbol of that win- 
nowing process through which the d sciple must 
put his thoughts.

Now “Herod the tetrarch” means, ruler of a 
fourth part, and that part in this instance is 
the impulsive animal consciousness, because 
John the Baptist (the illuminate intellect) re- 
proved Herod for his liaison with Herodias, 
his brother Philip’s wife. VPhilip is the ruling 
centre of the moral nature and his wife is Sen- 
sation, who has deserted the plane of purity and 
is consorting with the animal consciousness. 
Spiritual perception reveals this wrong rela- 
tion and calls attention of both Herodias and 
Herod to it, as more fully set forth in Matt. vi. 

If neither Herod or Herodias heed the warn. 
ing of the spiritual perception, but continue in 
their adulterous practices, Lust, the daughter 
of Sensation (Herodias) appears and dances be- 
fore Herod, and he so enjoys this perverted sen- 
sation that he impulsively agrees to give her 
anything she may ask. 
that he give up to her, or for her, the head (guid- 
ance) of John the Baptist. In doing this Herod 
gives himself wholly over to Sensation and 
Lust, whose end is disease and death. 


She, of course, asks 


It is for everyone to whom spiritual percep- 
tion has come to analyze the different planes of 
consciousness Within themselves and see wheth- 
er or not Sensation is consorting with the ani- 
mal nature. It is this that makes it possible 
for men and women to be greater transgressors 
of Divine harmony than the beasts of the field, 
and bring upon themselves a horde of diseases 
and deformaties unknown among the animals. 

If you are indulging yourself in anything for 
the mere sensation of pleasure which follows, 
know that Herod (the animal) has taken Hero- 
dias (sensation) away from Philip (pure moral- 
itv) and is debasing her to gratify his own self- 
ish lusts; and she may have so forgotten her 
higher place as to willingly abide with him. 
Listen to the Spirit and you will be shown that 
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lasting pleasure is in the observance of Divine 
order only, which is the restoration of Eden, or 
the Garden of God in your own consciousness. 
This story of Herod and Heradias is a sequel 
to that of Adam, Eve and the Serpent in Gen. iii. 

“Now, when all the people were baptized.” 
When you let this spiritual perception cleanse 
all your planes of consciousness of their trans- 
gressions, it will come to pass that Jesus is also 
baptized, or you will realize that the whole per- 
sonality has been brought into subjection to the 
Spirit.

Time.—Time of the rejection at Nazareth; April A. D. 
28, more than a year after our last lesson. 


Place.—Nazareth in Galilee, the home of Jesus’ youth 
and early manhood. Jesus is 31 years old, in the second 
year of his public ministry. John the Baptist had just 
been put in prison at Castle Macherns by Herod. Jesus 
now had several disciples who followed him more or less 
steadily. 


GOLDEN TEXT.—His word was with power. 
Luke 4:32. 


Jesus after his baptism by John went into the 
wilderness, where he remained “forty days, 


tempted of the devil” and fasting. By this we 
understand that the Spirit revealed to him the 
wilderness of his own thoughts, and the devil 
was his personal ambitious and desires. He 
overcame all these as revealed in Luke iv, and 
this lesson opens just after his victory. 

“Returned in the power of the Spirit into 
Galilee.” Galilee means circuit ; metaphysic- 
ally he had made the circuit of his conscious- 
ness. and, overcoming all the way around, was 
strong in the Spirit, as all are who cast out the 
error and affirm the good. 


“Taught in their synagogues.” The Greek 


word here used for taught denotes a course of 
teaching, doubtless of character similar to that 
of modern metaphysical lessons. 

“And he came to Nazareth, where he had been 
brought up.” He was now back comparing his 
mental condition with what it was before the il- 
lumination, or spiritual baptism. He had been 
in the habit of reading the scriptures in the 
synagogue, as was the custom of the Jews, but 
now he read with a new understanding. He 
saw that Isaiah referred to all who are illumi- 
nated of the Spirit, and that he could say with 
truth, “The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, be- 
cause he hath anointed me,” ete. It is for every 
one who has felt the descent of this Universal 
Spirit to read the Scripture as applying to him 
or her, and as written for their special encour- 
agement. Thousands to-day are doing all the 
works there appointed, and they do not set them- 
selves up as special Messiahs by virtue thereof. 

“He closed the book.” He ceased the mere 
perfunctory recital of the letter, and began to 
make the practical application, “This day is 
this scripture fulfilled in your ears.” His aud- 
ience, composed of the friends of his childhood 
and early manhood, all bore witness to the gra- 
ciousness of his words, but the mortal con- 
sciousness that sees with the eyes of sense only, 
rose up in spite of this proof of a higher wis- 
dom, and said, “Is not this Joseph’s son?” 
They could not deny his wisdow and eloquence, 
but that the scripture, which they had been 
taught for generations referred to a great Mes- 
siah to come, was fulfilled in their day in the 
person of a common carpenter, whom they had 
known from childhood, was _ preposterous. 
Succeeding verses recite that they tried at once 
to kill him by casting him over a precipice, but 
he escaped out of their midst. 

This lesson should teach us not to try to go 
back to old states of consciousness and expect 
a welcome, whether from people or our own 
thoughts. We find at times that we complete 
a certain plane of spiritual unfoldment or real- 
ization and have no ray of light for further ad- 
vance. We seem to be thrown back into the 
worldof error, which we had left,as wethought, 
for good. We are sometimes tempted to abide 
there and take up old conditions on their own 
terms; but the way of Truth is to declare the 
highest we know and boldly affirm “this is this 
day, now fulfilled in your ears.” 

Don’t be a “trimmer” and try to make friends 
with this lower plane of consciousness by ac- 
cepting its conditions, but hold yourself that 
which you are, the Son of God, and, notwith- 
standing you may meet with attempts to cast 
you down, the Lord will deliver you out of their 
midst. 
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Lesson 5.—February.2:

17. And it came to pass on a certain day, as he was 
teaching, that there were Pharisees and doctors of the law 
sitting by, which were come out of every town of Galilee, 
and Judea, and Jerusalem: and the power of the Lord 
was present to heal them.

Time.—Summer of A. D. 28. 


Place.—In the vicinity of Capernaum. 
Parallels to the lesson text.—Matt. 9:1-8; 


GOLDEN TEXT.—The Son of Man hath power 
upon earth to forgive sins.—Luke 5:24. 


Mark 2:1-12. 


One of the redeeming features of the Jewish 
civilization in the time of Jesus was the willing- 
ness of the religious teachers to listen to new 
doctrines. This lesson recites that Jesus was 
teaching and in his class, which was held in a 
house—hence not very large—were “Pharisees 
and doctors of the law.” They were well 
grounded in the Mosaic law, and ever ready to 
trip him in his interpretations—and deviations. 
His originality must have made him famous in 
those times of doctrinal hair-splitting, as tradi- 
tion has it that even members of the Sanhedrin 
paid homage to his genius. 

Verses 18 and 19 teach the lesson of persis- 
tency in seeking the Christ. You may be pal- 
sied as to his presence within you (The light 
shineth in darkness; and the darkness compre- 
hended it not—John 1:5), and it is necessary 
that you bear that palsied consciousness to 
that Light, even if it has to be done through the 
words (men) and doctrine (bed) of others. Then, 
if the crowd of mortal thoughts about you is 
great, the words will reach your higher under- 
standing (housetop) and open the way down to 
the Christ dwelling at your heart-centre, and 
your palsied mind will be quickened into life. 
Thus persistency exercised Christward develops 
into faith, and “thy sins are forgiven thee.” 

The Scribes stand for beliefs in the power of 
the written law and its strict observance as 
quoted by the worldly wise, and as written in 
books. The Pharisees are similar to the 
Scribes; they attach much importance to forms 


and ceremonies, hence those who believe that 
God is a person, and not immanent Spirit. 
This leads to belief in separation from God, 
then deception in worshiping him, finally hyp- 
ocritical religious observances. These lack 
understanding and they rebel at the proposition 
that the Son of Man can forgive sins. 

The spirit at the centre of every man’s con- 
sciousness is God, and who ever has touched 
this Divine Centre within himself has power to 
annul the effect of sin, or wrong thinking, in 
himself and others. 

Such an one has this power not of himself as 
man, but as God, because he draws upon the 
Universal Father Mind and throws it to the sur- 
face through his personality. It is not his 
power and he cannot on his own account forgive 
sins, but he has recognized his place in the Di- 
vine Mind as the true Son of Man. Manis God’s 
Idea of Himself in Imagination; the Son of 
Man is that Divine Image expressing itself in 
Personal Consciousness. Now when the Per- 
sonal Consciousness has recognized its Image 
and felt the mighty Universal Spirit back of it, 
and responsive to all its demands, it can regu- 
late all conditions in its environment. It is 
then just as easy to say, “Thy sins be forgiven 
thee,” as it is to say, “Rise up and walk.” The 
Pharisees and Scribes are correct in their rea- 
sonings that God alone can forgive sins, but 
they lack in understanding that God is in all 
men, and will work through them when proper- 
ly acknowledged and invoked. 

It is well for us to remember that it is not the 
Seribes nor the Pharisees who have power to 
forgive sins, but the Son of Man. and that no one 
can call himself the Son of Man until he has 
looked in mind upon his own Image in the Uni- 
versal Spirit until it has vivified him with Di- 
vine Energy, Love and Wisdom.
